There are probably more chances 
for development of greater effici­

In sup­ 
port of this belief, the bureau lists 
the following interesting facts: 
Fully 50 per cent of all eggs go­ 
ing to market are below the two- 
ounce standard which the house­ 
wife commonly refers to as “nice, 
large eggs.” 
Eggs, a big proportion of which 
are below standard weight, are be- j 
ing produced in Pennsylvania at the 
annual rate of only 90 per laying 
hen. In contrast to this, last year 
1250 hem receiving certificates in 
the record of performance 
work 
conducted bv the bureau, laid an 
aventre" of 234 eggs and these eggs 
averaged more than two 
ounces 
each. Compared with tho ordinary 
laying hen, these R. O. P. birds are 
returning a substantial 
profit to 
their owners despite the depression. 
Quality Necessary 
Quality is the cornerstone of a 
successful egg business. Every house­ 
wife who has broken a bad egg Into 
a costly cake mixture, appreciates 
this more than words Can tell. A 
fruit grower can easily “live down” 
the sale of a few wormy apples, and 
the dairyman a few quarts of sour 
milk, but let the pdtoltrYman sell a 
few “bad” eggs, and he is always 
remembered for it. The value 
of 
candling and grading to eliminate 
every possible 
chance 
for rotten 
eggs to get into trade channels, is, 
therefore, apparent. 
Since 1920, the receipts of select­ 
ed quality eggs in New York city arc 
estimated to have increased from 
one-twentieth to almost one-hulfof 
the total. In the past, large quan­ 
tities of these fine eggs came from 
the Pacific Coast due to the creat 
care exerted there in the production 
and marketing.

It is about bull fights, events th a t 
many 
Am ericans 
consider 
rallier 
contem ptible sadistic exhibitions. It 
is neither novel, history, nor satire, 
but a serious textbook on this curi­ 
ous pursuit giving in vast detail all 
its technical term s, the jargon of the 
rings, the location of the same, the 
best tim es for visiting them , and in­ 
tim ate description of the possible 
joys and horrors. 
T here is even a 
series of half tines showing the 
death of horses, bulls and people. 
Hemingway, since cub reporter 
days, has had a predilection for the 
m acabre. 
“D eath 
in 
the 
After­ 
noon” is a release for such emo­ 
tions as cannot find outlet in fic­ 
tion, although the thoughtful pub­ 
lic th a t has followed his course so 
far will find two rem arkable things 
in the book. 
One is the fact th at 
Hemingway apparently has done no 
pruning ut all and for the first time 
writes often involved and usually 
unpunctuated sentences. The other 
is th a t there Ts no description of a 
bullfight worth the name.
